Dear Ms. Tackett: 


This is in response to your General Services Administration (GSA) Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request (GSA-2017-000665) dated March 7, 2017, in which you 
requested the following: 

“Radio Free Asia is a grantee of the Broadcasting Board of Governors. I 
request reports submitted to FSRS.gov by Radio Free Asia from January 1, 

2010 to March 7, 2017. The bottom of the FSRS.gov website says that it is 
run by the General Services Administration. I am a member of the news 
media, and I request a full waiver of fees. Disclosure of these records is in 
the public interest. If any part of this request is denied, I request to be 
informed by emaii and to be informed of my rights to appeal.” 

GSA’s Federal Funding Accountability and Transparency Act Sub-award Reporting 
System (FSRS) Technical Team performed a search in FSRS.gov to locate reports 
submitted by Radio Free Asia from January 1, 2010 to March 7, 2017. The results of 
the search determined there is no record listing for Radio Free Asia or reports submitted 
by Radio Free Asia in FSRS.gov. Specifically, the Team did not locate any grant 
records for Radio Free Asia in FSRS.gov. 

Since the agency does not have any records within the scope of your request, this does 
not constitute a denial of records. You have the right to appeal the adequacy of GSA’s 
search. As such, you may administratively submit your appeal online at the following 
link: (https://foiaonline.reaulations.aov/foia/action/public/home') or by writing to the 
following address shown below:

Your appeal must be postmarked or electranically transmitted within 120 days of the 
date of the response to your request. In addition, your appeal must contain a brief 
statement of the reasons why GSA did not adequately search for responsive 
documents. Please enclose a copy of your initial request and this denial. Both the 
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appeal letter and envelope or online appeal submission should be prominently marked, 
“Freedom of Information Act Appeal.”
